to both buyer and seller.

tho first to inaugurate it ? 


"A now plan of dealing is being in- 


troduced in tho retail grocery trade in 
England to induce cash payments for 
groceries and also to muko new cus- 
tomers, and is said to be n doeidcd suc- 
cess. It is styled tho bonus system for 
cash payment for groceries, and con- 
sists in allowing a bonus of 2i per oont,, 
puyublo at tho end of each six months, 
on all purchases made during that time, 
At tho time of each cash purchase, n 
metal cheek is given showing tho 
amount of tho purchase. 
Thoso are 


preserved by tho buyer, and when the 
timo of redemption arrives, twice a 
year tho chocks show tho amount on 
which tho holder is entitled to 2J per 
cent., and is paid in gopdo. Tho firm 
originating the innovation makes thoir 
first semi-annual redemption on tho 
14th of this month, and states that it 
has been a great success, 
Many of 


thoir customers who hitherto had been 
taking credit for periods of one to three 
months now willingly pay cash, and 
their trade bus been greatly increased 
at tho btiuio timo, The success of the 
firm has induced many others to adopt 
thosnmo plan."
